Constantinople, Aug. 30.—W hen the 
A rm enians seized the Ottoman bank 
W ednesday last Edgar Vincent 
and 
some of the other directors escaped to 
the roof, and when the troops arrived 
the latter fired 
haphazard a t every­ 
body appearing at the windows. Thus 
several clerks who were trying to es­ 
cape were killed. 
W hile the fighting 
was proceeding hundreds of 
Mussul­ 
m ans, armed w ith cudgels and led by 
the Softas, gathered in groups, over­ 
ran the quarter and killed or assaulted 
all the Arm enians they met. 
The scene resembled the riots of Sep­ 
tem ber, 1895. 
Several shops in

G alata 
were 
plundered 
and 
panic 
spread over the whole city, especially 
in the P era quarter, where two bombs 
were throw n into the m idst of a group 
of soldiers, several of 
whom 
were 
wounded. 
The people generally were 
afraid to venture into the street. The 
officials of the B ritish postoffice were 
virtually prisoners until night, and the 
m ail was not dispatched.

Gold Ii Returning to the United States 
lo a Steady Stream— Iron and Steel 
Trades “ Wait On the Election”— 
Record of W eek’s Failures Shows 


Heavy Increase. 


New York, Aug. 29 —FL G. Dun & 
Co.’s weekly review of trade says: 
Clearing house certificates have not 
been issued, but instead gold is coming 
hither largely on the swiftest steamers, 
about $10,000,000 being already on the 
way. 
H igher lending rates bring it, 
notw ithstanding foreign events which 
disturb London m arkets, and growing 
confidence in the m onetary future of 
the country helps. 
Liabilities in failures for three weeks 
ending Aug. 20 were $20,932,285,against 
>6,519,366 last year and $8,214,470 in 
894. M anufacturing failures were $11,- 
199,938, against $3,517,377 last year and 
112,843,338 in 1894; trading failures were 
I >4,904,362, against $2,852,989 last year 
and $3,884,414 in 1894, while brokers 
and other commercial concerns added 
>4,827,985, against $149,000 last year and 
$1,884,718 in 1894. The stoppage of H il­ 
ton, Hughes & Co. this week 
is, 
of 
course, not included in these figures. 
.The stoppage of works also continues, 
including among other iron concerns 
the Illinois Steel plant at Hammond, 
Ind., and the

The grower who is alive to the neces­ 
sities of these changeable weather 
conditions will watch his sheds with 
diligence nntil the curing is well ad­ 
vanced. Nothicg in his power ought 
to be neglected that will contribute to 
the best possible results.

XHB CLINTON PEOPLE DIED OF 
DIPHTHERIA. 


Heard Melodies 


All Doubt Is Removed By the Report of) 
the Bacteriologist of the 
Illinois 
State Board of Health, Who Exam­ 
ined the Culture Tubes—One More 
Death. 


There is no longer any doubt but 
what the disease th at caused so many 
deaths at Clinton, was diphtheria. 
Local physicians disagreed ae to the 
nature of the disease, and the State 
Board of Health was appealed to. 
The representatives of the board who 
visited th at city, a t once stated th at 
the 
disease 
was 
diphtheria, 
and 
ordered quarintine 
regulations en­ 
forced. Then it was decided to decide 
them a tter by scientific tests. 
The 
tests were made, and the disease was 
declared to be diphtheria. Such is the 
report th at has been received by the 
Board of Health, of which Dr. Q. O. 
Sutherland of this city, is a member. 
The Board did not w ant to be too 
decided in the m atter and advised Dr. 
Covert, the health officer of Clinton, to 
obtain cultures of the disease, and 
send them to Chicago. This was done, 
and the contents of the tube* were 
examined by the bacteriologis of the 
CLicago Board of Health who pre 
nouQced the discase diphtheria, thus 
setting the discussion a t rest.
